A Description of How tbe Jonrney 
i» Made to This Sew Point. 


T*iie following extract from a, most in^ 


terestiag article in Ouling- for-:Sept*nnber 
is a truthful description of what must be 
undertaken by those who want Xlpndike 
gold.
